Monroe County is planning to perform roadway improvements to Middle Road between Erie
Station Road and Lehigh Station Road in the Town of Henrietta.

Ahead of the project, we are looking for input from the public on this project. Enclosed with
this letter are a pamphlet describing the project and a comment form.
